CONFERENCE AT 
CRITICAL STAGE 


Indication After Meeting of 
Subcommission That Brit- 
ish and French Views May 
Not Be Reconciled. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENOA, May 13.-—As the 


of the meeting of the economic con- 
ference’s subcommission «n Russian 
affairs today, the situation became 
so critical that it seemed doubtful 
whether the British and French po- 
sitions could be reconciled. 

After the adjournment of the 


meeting, which was taken at 1:15 
until 5 o'clock, the British delega- 
tiv announced tiiat “serious though 
friendly” discussion had occurrec., 

Prime Minister Lloyd George, in 
opening the discussion, character- 
ived the Russian reply as typical of 
soviet diplemacy, which he said al- 
ways introduced such arguments at 
a time when people were really try- 
ing to do business. He thought, how- 
ever, that in substance the document 
showed the Russian delegation 
wished to come to some arrangement, 
if possible. Everybody, Lloyd George 
remarked, had their difficulties with 
public opinion at home and it was 
not right for other statesmen to 
criticise the soviet representatives 
too severely. He said he thought 
the breaking up of the conference 
because of the Russian document 
would be serious for Europe and 
Asia. 

M. Barthou, for France, said that 
five weeks of consideration of the 
hussian questions at Genoa had been 
without result and it was unlikely 
that further consideration of them 
by commissions named by the Genoa 
conference would be useful. Ne 
suggested it would be better to have 
the allied Powers, with the neutrals 
and possibly the United States, name 
an investigating commission without 
the Russians, who had shown clearly 
that they would only take up the 
time of such a commission’ with 
propaganda. 

This conflict of opinion gave rise 
to the serious doubts as to whether 
the two positions were susceptible of 
reconciliation. 

Mr. Lloyd George said a breakup 
of the conference would send the 
tussians home to a great popula- 
tion in the grip &f famine and pes- 
lilence, who would fear that the 
doors of hope had been shut upon 
them with a clang. Nobody could 
doubt, he said, fierce resentment 
would ensue, which would menace 
not only Russia’s neighbors, but the 
peace of the entire world, He was 
certain that the Russians felt their 
Rreat need of credits and knew the 
Conditions which they must accept 
if credits were to be obtained. 

Lioyd George Proposes Truce. 

He proposed a truce on the basis | 
Of existing frontiers, heaving a final | 
Settlement of the frontier questions 
until the commission had finished its 
work and definite treaties could be 
figned, 

“The truce must be reciprocal,” 
he declared. “No propaganda will 
be permitted on either side against 
the institutions of other countries.” 

He suggested that a sharp answer 
be made to the propaganda part of 
the Russian reply, which he dec lared 
really needed no answer. 

He emphasized that it was essen- 
lal above everything else that the 
Kussians be represented on the pro- 
pored commissions, otherwise the 
meetings would merely be a repeti- 
tion of the meeting of the experts 
of the inviting Powers, which had 
Produced the London memorandum, 
and this would be a waste of time. 
He said one essential condition for 
the success of the plan was that the 
fommission or commissions should 
not work in an atmosphere menaced 
by femihostility, with armies threat- : 
ening frontiers, with propaganda rife 
and with many of the Powers con- 
©erned feeling that their frontiers 
were endangered. 

Foreign Minister Schanzer of Italy 
Said it would be a terrible disillu- 
sionment if the conference should 
break up in such a way. He urged 
that Russia should be represented on 
the mixed commission, strongly sup- 
Porting the British attitude.

Information on which the warrant 
was issued was largely furnished by 
a man who had known Bergman for

man, whose name is temporarily 
withheld by the authorities, made 
the following statement of his knowl- 
edge of Bergman's transactions: 

Bergman came to him last Octo- 
ber, saying Mrs. Bergman was suing 
him for separate maintenance and 
that he was about to receive an in- 
heritance and obtained permission 
to deposit money in his account in 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co, 
Bergman's own account was in the 
First National Bank. Bergman told 
him he would put some of the com- 
pany’s stock in his name, so that he 
would receive the dividends. The 
idea was to withhold Bergman's 
funds from legal seizure in connee- 
tion with Mrs. Bergman's suit. 

He would reimburse Bergman by 
his own checks, which he sometimes

An, Easy Way to Give a Delightful Maytime Luncheon 


SUN Parlor or a screened porch 
is the place usually chosen for 
a Maytime luncheon. 
Of course, Spring flowers and 
branches of apple or cherry blos- 


| soms, if available, should be used for 


the decorations. Lilacs. in many 
places, are in profusion at this time. 
and may be effectively used. 

At this season we all long for the 
out-of-doors, .and every suggestion 
of out-of-doors in the decorations. 
through the use of ferns and potted 
plants a8 well as flowers, will add to 
the pleasure of this Maytime lunch- 
eon. Of course if showers make the 
use of the porch inadvisable 
same idea can be carried out in 
dining room. 

The little strawboard roll which 
carries the straw-paper invitation is 
tied with yellow ribbon, sealed with 
black wax.

Then serve 
broiled spring chicken, baked pota- 
toes, baked asparagus and currant 
jelly. Tiny hot rolls are acceptable 
with this course Next comes the 
salad. It may be a fruit concoction 
with a boiled dressing which with 
coffee completes the meal, or it may 
be one of lettuce hearts with Russian 
dressing, after which may be served 
a strawberry ice or a shortcake. 

Nearly all the food can be served 
in the small waterproof fancy con- 
tainers which come for the purpose. 
The chicken course, where the knife 
has to be used, requires a plate. Eves 


can be hardened and 
chilled right in the paper cups. 

This means a luncheon practically 
without the aftermath of dishwash- 
ing, except in the cage of the cooking 
vessels. Best of all, there is no table 
linen to launder, as the large-sized 
soft paper napkins are winning the? 
way to favor for many informa) 
mea is.
